The distinguished Amerlean  stites-
man, John Hay, In an address at Jack-
son, Michignn, commemornting the S0th
pnniversary of the Republlean party,
declared that the Itepubliean party had
a noble origin, that It sprang directly
from nn aronsed and  Indignant Na-
tlonal eonsclence.

The humblest old Republlean in
Amerien has o vight to Be proud that
in the days of his youth In the presence
of these womentous questions he Judg-
ed right; and if he is sleeplng in his
hovored grave, his chilldren may justly
be gind of his declsion.

PROTECTION FOR DEPOSITORS.

Postal Savings Banks Offer a Satis-
factory Measure of Protection.
Mr. Bryan's scheme for the protec

tion of depositors Is to make solvent

and prudently managed banks pay the
losses of the Insolvent and Improdently
mannged. It is a plan to make wery
bauk go security for every other bank,
and it may well be questioned if o law

lmposing such an obligation witho
the consent of the person charged

would be sustaloed by the courts,

Mr, Taft, discussing this subject, sald
that he favored postal savings banks as
A protection for depositors rather than
the Brya ns mcefheoscmfwyp cufwyp
the Bryan scheme of enforced lablliw,

The distinct advautage of the postul
savings bank preposition Is that |1t
would provide for direct government
responsibility., The depositors would
bo gunrantesd aguinst loss by the
government, because the banks would
be  government lnstitutions, There
would be no possibility of loss, aud no
Injustice would be Infileted upon other
banks llke that to which thegy would
be subjected under the Bryan scheme,
If they were compelled to pay losses
lenrred by banks over which they
bhad no control,

Postal saviogs banks In other coun-
tries bave glven great satisfaction, aod
there 18 no question that they would
b condwoted as safely and in  every
other way as satisfnctorlly In the Unlt-
od  States, The governmwent be-
Ing the bapker, would properly be
charged with respousibility te the de-
positors aod  others doing business
with I

On the other hand, the State has no
more authority to make a banker re
sponsible for the debts of  auother
banker than It has to lwpose a like
respousibllity upon a merchant for the
debis of other merchants. Surety is a
muntter of voluntary contract, and the
cssentinl element in aoy fAonenclal ob-
ligation Is cousent on the part of the
person to be charged. To force &
banker to lnsure the paymeunt of the
debts of unother banker Is to Impose
upon bim an obligation agelost Lis
will, which would be wmonifestly un-

FROM [ROQUOIS CLUB

In a Cleverly Sarcastic Letter Tells
Why He Withdraws With
Uratification,

“THERE IS NO DEMOCRACY.”

There Is Only a Bryan Party and Its
Followers Don’t Know When They
Go to Bed at Night What They
Will Be Called Upon to Be-
lieve When They Wake

Up in the

The TIroquois Association, an essen-
tlally Democratic organization, of San
Francisco, a few days ago suggested
to Mr. Willlwn Randolph IHearst that
sinee he had declded to oppose the alec.
tion of the Dwmocratle candilate, Mr.
Bryan, he conld not consistently retain
hig membership in the organlzation. In
realy to this suggestion, Mr., IHearst
has sent the following letter to the as
sociation ;

Gentlemen—I  received your letter
with both pleasure and surprise. |1
was surprised to know that Mr. Bognrt
was sending four dollars dues to your
organization, but plesased to learn of It,
18 I am excecdingly ready to stop that.
[ was pleased and surprised, too, to
learn that the Iroqueis Club was still
In existence, for I thought that 1t hnd
been peacefully buried along with the
lagt remmants of the defunct Demo-
cratie party of California,

But since the Iroquois Club still in
iway exists, I am glad to resign from
it, and the situntion suggested In your
letter seems suillelont reason for me.

You buply that I am not a Democrat,
and 1 strongly suspect that T am not,
according to! the Democritie #tandards
of toeduy. 1 worked bard for the Dem-
oeratie party ot one time and contrib-
uted many thousands of founr-dollar
checks, and cheprfully suffered mueh
abuse and much injury for the Demo-
cratie party, but I belleved in it then,
and I don't now,

Yon Imply, furthermore, that you are
Democrats, and T eannot help wonder-
ing what kind of Doemocrats yon think
you are.  Are you 1802 Democrats, or
1800 Democrats, or 1000 Democrats,
or 1004 Démocrats, or 1008 Democrats?
Are you Cleveland Democrats, beliey-
Ing In the tariff reform that we didua't
get, and the military suppression of
labor unions that we did get? ' Are
you Parker Demoerats supporting the
trusts If they contribute and opposing
them If they don't?

‘med uwmdylng devotion to the eve
lagting principles of the initiative and
referendum ; but vow you have n plat-
form in which there I8 no free silver,
I which there is no publie ownership,
in which there Is no Initiative or refer-
endum, awd &l you are Informed by
the old Dr. Gringle of Democracy that
only that platferm with the owner's
trade-mark pasted on the front ki the
owner's name blown In the bottle is
gennine Democracy, and that if you
don’t subseribe to that you will be read
out of the Demoeratle party.

Friends und ex-brothers of the Iro-
quols Club, there Is no Democratic
party.

CURTAILMENT OF PRODUCTION

What Would be the Effect of Bryan's
Plan for Curbing the Trusts?

Now comes the suggestion that, by
law, the operations of a corporation
sholl be so curtalled that to the whole
output it shail not contribute more than
G0 per cent, Those who have nelther
the time nor the Inclination to go below
the sarface of tlilngs may aequiesce,’
but even they may not,

‘Fesume o machine to be Invented,
amd presume its promoters, not only to
estublish a plant for its manufacture,
bt to be fortunate to the extent that
the use of the contrivance becomes gons.
eral, At the start they make the who!
output. Then comes a rival, beginuin
by producing 25 per cent. Down swoops
the  government, compolling contrac-
tlon by the ploneer.

What Is the result? It is to reduce
the total production, though the de-
mand for the machine mny be greater
than the supply. The ploneer phlﬁt
cits off 50 per cent In obedience to gov-
erimmentul mandate, and Its rival makes
good but half u(\ the deficlency. Of
course, there are what may be called
secondary effects, and they ensue Imme-
diately.

Presume the first plant to have cost
two millions and to employ 2,000 men.
No sooner I8 the second plant estab-
lished than 1,000 wmen are thrown out
of work., and property represented by
a million is converted into an Industrial
Junk shop. The author of this brilllant
Idea suggests that the company sell
what It becomes illegal to use.

This Is eéqually bLrilliant. Tt may
take the entire plant to produce one
uichine, of which there may be many
parts,  In that event, complinnee wit
4w ean come oply by discharging 1,06
men or by keeping 2,000 at work on
half time. Nor does the proposition
cmannte from an oceupant of a home
for the feeble-minded.,

It comes from the Demoeratie candl-
dute for the Presideney. It comes from
mental machinery which enjoys a mo-
nopoly of that sort of thing. Of this
machinery the aggregate output Is
Iarge, but no effort has been made to
restriet it. One of the cholcest of Its
products I8 thut monopolies be exter
minated. This 18 a pet thunderbolt—
but Mr. Bryan has the erundest not

us to Its sigolficance, Ile seems to
think that in some mysterious way It
would benefit the “plain peaple.*

A big corporation produces on a blg
scale.  Exterminate it, and It stops.
Corporations  become big for reason
econonlists have no trouble in compre-
hending. They do thlugs by wholesale.
And part of what they save remains In
the pocket of the consumer, who world
utherwise have to pay far more for his
purchase,

Mr. Bryan says be would dlssolve,
destroy, obliterate, extirpate, exter-
minate. Sowmetimes, he says, kill, He
finds fault with Mr. Taft because he
will make no use of these terms or of
syuonyiug for them. Well. the Repub-
liean camdidate for the Presidency has
not lost his mind. Hé Is not formulat-
ing a policy of destruction. He krows
that evolution from the little to the
big was wot enly Inevitable, but bene-
Heent,

In declamation the Nebraskan s efs
fective and hnpresaive : In elaboration,
In detall, In what are called specifica-
tions, he Is out of his element, To ask
him to be exuet is to suggest that he

Labor needs eapital to secure the bﬂ!\
production, while capitul needs labor in
producing anything. The share of each
luborer In the jolnt product is afected
not exuctly, but in u general way, by
the nwount of capltul In use as com-
pared with the number of those who .
labor, The wmore capital in use thé
maere work there is to do, and the more
work there I8 to do the more laborers
are needed. The greater the need for
luborers the better their puy per man.
Manifestly, it Is In the direct interest
of the laborer that capital shall in-
crease fuster thau the nuwber of the
who work. Everything which legith
mately tends to luerense the accumue
latim of wealth and its use for pro-
duction will glve each luborer a larger
share In the joint resylt of capital and
labor.—Hon, Wm.
